A Confident Speech 


No Premier who did not possess all the 
qualities of a leader would have dared to 
talk to his people as Mr. Churchill talked 
to Great Britain, through Parliament, 
yesterday. Any demagogue can bluster ; 
any third-rate politician with a talent for 
mob oratory can breathe threatenings and 
slaughter against an enemy; but only one 
leader in a thousand can retain the con- 
fidence of his people, and can stimulate 
their efforts to greater and greater heights, 
even while he declines to make any secret 
of the formidable odds against them. Mr. 
Churchill does not pretend that Great 
Britain is out of the wood. ‘‘ Because we 
feel easier in ourselves, and see our way 
more clearly,” he says—nobody in Britain 
must assume that the worst is over. “ Not 
only great dangers, but many more 
misfortunes, many shortcomings, many 
mistakes, many disappointments must 
surely be our lot.” He did not seek to 
deny that dangerous mistakes had been 
made: he mede no effort to dissimulate 
the seriousness of the defeat at Dakar. 
Bungling—on the part of somebody un- 
specified—had permitted the French war- 
ships to slip past the Straits of Gibraltar 
before the Royal Navy could prevent them, 
and, after that initia! error, had failed 
to intercept them either at Casablanca or 
at Dakar itself, with the result that, 
while the naval battle seems to have 
resulted in a victory for Britain, the 
whole episode has been a substantial set- 
back to the cause of General de Gaulle. 
The Prime Minister showed no undue 
optimism concerning either Spain or 
Rumania: the general tone of his speech, 
in fact, was that matters would become 
worse before they became better. Yet 
nobody could mistake it for a ‘‘ defeatist”’ 
speech. Mr. Churchill’s expressed doctrine 
is that a country will fight best when it 
knows the worst; and concerning his 
country’s prospect of eventual victory he 
has no doubt whatsoever. The aerial 
Blitzkrieg has been less destructive than 
his Government, or the experts, antici- 
pated. While there has been severe 
damage to property, the loss of life, 
thanks to London’s shelter policy, has 
been far iess than was feared. The 
Germans, he says, have been forced to 
suspend the use of short-range bombers ; 
instead, an average of 400 long-range 
bombers visits British shores every twenty- 
four hours, and;he is ‘‘doubtful whether 
this rate of sustained attack can be greatly 
exceeded.” ae 
In one way, the most significant part of 
Mr. Churchill’s speech was his announce- 
ment that the Burma Road will be re- 
opened in the middle of this month. It is 
significant because it implies that Great 
Britain is competent of her ability to take

There is an easy—a perilously easy— 
tendency to assume that Herr Hitler has 
abandoned all thought of a decisive attack 
upon England, and is transferring his 
attention to other parts of the world. 
Mr. Churchill refuses to think in these 
comfortable terms. He believes that, while 
the uncertainties of autumn weather 
render invasion less probable, yet the 
danger is not past, and he exhorts his 
countrymen to steel themselves for resist- 
ance, and to maintain their vigilance 
against the day when offensive will take 
the place of defensive action. If speeches 
retain any of their old-fashioned value in 
these days, Mr. Churchill’s is bound to 
have a tremendous effect. It is delivered 
by a man who knows his fellow-countrymen, 
and does not hesitate to trust them with 
the truth—however black the truth may 
be—in the assurance that it will strengthen, 
rather than crack, their spirit.

Milestones 


Signposts have been removed in the 
majority of Irish counties. Milestones 
also have been removed or defaced. These 
precautions have been taken so that every 
difficulty may be placed in the way/of an 
attacker’s efforts to find his way abbut the 
country. When a single motor car takes 
a wrong turning it is a fairly simple 
matter for the driver to return to the 
place at which he lost his way, but when 
a mechanised column has to retrace its 
steps there is confusion and delay. In 
France, the tanks, armoured cars and 
troop-filied lorries tore along the Routes 
Nationales, with no doubt in their drivers’ 
minds about where they were going. In 
Great Britain, the winding roads would 
present a great problem in _ direction- 
maintaining to a stranger; and those 
winding roads, with neither signposts nor 
milestones as a guide and no friendly 
villagers to point the way, would impose 
a test of map-reading more baffling than 
ever was devised by the organisers of a 
motor trial. In this country, in all but 
a few counties, Britain’s example has been 
followed. The black and white posts of 
the Automobile Association remain in situ, 
but the familiar yellow and black direction 
indicators are gone from the tops of them. 
The removal of the milestones or of the 
inscriptions that they bore does not matter 
greatly ; for nowadays traffic is so fast that 
little attention is given to roadside 
measurements of a journey’s progress, 
while the speedometer’s reckoning of the 
mileage covered is so convenient that no 
other is required. The fact that many 
milestones possessed historic interest has 
caused, however, a certain amount of 
regret at their disappearance. At parts 
of the Belfast-Dublin road there were mile- 
stones that went back to the old coaching 
days—milestones that gave distances which 
could not be reconciled with the traveller’s 
impressions of his mileage; for the road 
has been changed and straightened a great 
deal since the time when the United 
Irishmen burned the stage coach at Santry 
to signal the start of. their ‘rebellion. In 
England the marking of road distances 
dates from Roman times, and some of the 
Roman stones, which were set at intervals 
of one thousand paces along the fine, 
straight roads built for the marching 
legions, still are preserved. These are 
museum pieces, but there are several other 
stones that date back for hundreds of 
years. There were signposts in England 
in the days of Elizabeth. Virtually all 
of the signposts that were familiar to the 
travelling public, however, were those set 
up by modern local authorities or by the 
Automobile Association. They were so 
numerous and so useful ‘that it was 
possible to embark upon long journeys 
to unfamiliar places without the necessity 
for carrying a map. They led the cyclist 
to picturesque villages and pleasant sea- 
side retreats. They helped the motorist 
on his way to places of historic interest 
and cities that were new to him. Now 
that they have disappeared, the map is 
coming into service again. Voyages of 
exploration are interrupted frequently in 
order that the production of Messrs. 
Bartholomew or the Ordnance Survey may 
be consulted. Probably there is less 
wandering from the main road or the 
familiar by-way than at any time since 
motoring became popular; but that would 
have been inevitable, anyway, owing to 
the restrictions upon the use of petrol. 


Automatic Music 


Were it not for the labour involved ‘n 
changing the records and winding the 
motor, the gramophone would be infinitely 
superior to the radio set as a source of 
automatic music. The ‘‘ wireless’’ used 
to transform the room in which it was 
Operating into a Royal box at the opera 
in Milan. into a front seat at a Dutch or 
Belgian celebrity concert, into a splendid 
position for hearing a Viennese orchestra 
or a Norwegian singer, into a place close 
to the artists in an English music-hall or 
a spicy French cabaret show. The war 
has changed all that. Unless he possesses 
a set with a short-wave band that can 
take him away from this weary European 
scene to the sponsored programmes of 
American advertisers, the listener is 
restricted to the musical fare of three 
nations—England, Germany and Italy. In 
this country, of course, we have Radio 
Athlone as well, but, when it becomes

European radio entertain- 
ment has been reduced considerably in its 
scope and variety, and it also has suffered 
in quality «nd quantity. The musical 
events constantly are being interrupted so 
that someone may talk, and when some- 
one talks in the listener’s language from 
a station that normally would employ its 
own, the suspicious smell of the propa- 
gandist would be obvious at once did 
smells accompany broadcast speech. No 
radio station broadcasts in a language that 
is foreign to its staff because it likes the 
other tongue or desires to teach it to its 
native listeners. All over the world peopie 
who have wireless sets and are permitted 
to use them have become familiar with 
propaganda as distinct from truth and, 
now that the novelty of it has worn off, 
they are tired of it. If they turn from 
one of their national stations to a foreiga 
one in search of music and instead hear 
talk they are irritated, not interested 
The gramophone plays as directed. If its 
programme is restricted to the records 
possessed by its owner there is the com- 
pensating fact that it is not going to break 
suddenly into a discourse on the beauties 
of bombing.

MR. CHURCHILL’S 
SURVEY 


The Times, in a loading article to-day, 
says :—Simultaneous and su stantially identi- 
cal statements on the progress of the war were 
made in the two Houses yesterday by Mr. 
Churchill and Lord Halifax. They cover a 
wide field, but most readers of the published 
text to-day will look first for the long-ex- 
pected explanation of the failure at Dakar, 
and especially for the reasons why the French 
naval reinforcements which manifestly turned 
the scale were ever allowed to pass through 
the Straits of Gibraltar. The explanation, 1t 
must have been foreseen, could be no other 
than a confession of accident and error. It 
appears that neither the First Sea Lord, nor 
the Inner Cabinet, was informed of the 
approach of the French ships through the 
Straits until it was too late to stop them, 
and that the much more difficult operation of 
intercepting them in the Atlantic was un- 
successfully attempted. So grave a failure of 
communications at a critical moment will, 
naturally, be the subject of a formal inquiry, 
and the Prime Minister told the House that 
disciplinary action had already been taken 
against some who were to blame. 

It is well to remember, however, that we 
must ll beware of the facile assumption 
that the blame for such a failure as this must 
necessarily be limited to the heads of the 
fighting services. Since the collapse of France 
the Government. with almost every military 
and air officer of high rank immediately 
available to their hand within our shores, 
have had an unequalled opportunity to make 
sure that each vital command is entrusted to 
the right man. They are properly expected 
to be ruthless in the prompt removal of all 
who fall short of the standards required by 
the war. They must also be expected, having 
chosen their men and seen their capacity 
proved, to give them no less ruthless support, 
and then to recognise frankly when mistakes 
are made that the responsibility rests morally 
as well as constitutionally upon them- 
selves. Mr. Churchill set ean ex- 
ample by refusing to lay the blame 
for Dakar, although the expedition was 
primarily an enterprise of Free France, upon 
General de Gaulle. The general’s essential 
basis of action was his belief that Dakar 
was ready to receive him. 

The second major topic of Mr. Churchill’s 
speech was the progress of the war in the 
air. Surveying all the fighting, offensive and 
defensive, he was able to give the House 
reasoned grounds for solid satisfaction, 
though none for the least relaxation of tension 
in “‘the awful hazards in which we stand.” 
Though the weather at this season changes 
rapidly against the invader, the enemy has, 
at this moment, marshalled the means of 
throwing half a million men upon salt water, 
though not necessarily across it. -Nor can 
winter alone avail to diminish the intensity 
of the bombing attacks, but we have now had 
a very full experience of this attack, and have 
largely taken its measure. The dive bombers 
are at present being held in reserve, whether 
for some different operation or because of | 
the severe defeat they suffered on August

N° small amount of confusion exists 1n 

the public mind regarding the hold- 
ing of inquests on the victims of the air 
raids, as in the usual way there must be 
an inquiry on any person dying a violent 
or unnatural death, a rule greatly modi- 
fied in the existing circumstances. No 
inquests are now held on obvious raid 
casualties, the Coroner intervening only 
when there is doubt about the cause 0 
death. This applies to a number of bar 
people who have died suddenly from shoc 
after a raid. The situation is not 
altogether satisfactory, as many questions 
of importance are likely to arise, numbers 
of the victims being insured and the 
companies requiring certificates as to the 
cause of death. Then there is the case of 
the missing, as some people have com- 
pletely disappeared. In such cases an 
estate cannot be administered, nor can 
there be a marriage of a survivor, until 
there is some evidence of death or the 
acceptance of a presumption of death. 


The Longest Air Raid 


Last night’s air raid on London was the 
longest yet experienced, and from early 
evening until seven o'clock this morning 
the barrage was insistent, keeping the 
raiders away from the central districts. 
Many bombs were dropped, however, and 
there are stories to-day of gallant actions 
performed by people in al] walks of life. 


Tube Station Shelters 


The Civil Defence authorities are pre- 
paring designs for the season tickets which 
are to be issued to people for use at the 
tube station shelters, and it is expected 
that thousands of these will be ready by 
the end of the week. The tickets will be 
distributed by the Civil Defence Con- 
trollers through wardens and other A.R.P. 
workers, who will be given instructions as 
to what type of people should get them, 
thus enabling the authorities to keep out 
of the shelters men who might take the 
places that should be occupied by women, 
children and the aged. The tickets are to 
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be marked non-transferable. Thousands of 
bunks for dormitory shelters are now under 
construction, and hundreds have already 


been fitted. 
Means lest To Go 


It is understood that the bitterly opposed 
means test is to be abolished shortly, the 
War Cabinet having decided upon this 
step to meet the wishes of the Labour 
Party. It may be some time before th. 
abolition is announced, owing to the 
necessity for providing machinery to bring 
about the change. The means test was 
first imposed when the Unemploymen: 
Assistance Board was established in 1934, 
and organised Labour has protested agains 
its existence ever since. It is claimed that 
its removal will be regarded as an indica. 
tion of the good faith of the Government 
towards the workers and as a recognition 
of the part they are playing in the nationa| 
struggle. ~ 


British Museum Changes 


The regular readers of the British 
Museum are thankful that they have been 
able to return to their haunts after a 
break. Thev are now accommodated i 
the North Library, adjoining the main 
reading-room. The latter has a glass roof 
and is considered vulnerable to shrapne!. 
It is now reserved for quick reference work 
only, the full catalogue having been 
removed into the North Library. Th 
temporary closing of the reading-room wis 
ordered so that the staff might be able to 
move many of the more valuable books to 
a place of greater safety.

The makers of these plans, however, 
were considerably dashed to learn that the 
indispensable headquarters piano (already 
somewhat enfeebled when it was given to 
An Oige) has finally and irrevocably 
broken down. They are now searching 
hopefully for someone who wants to find a 
kind home for a piano. ; 

It has been a good summer for walking 
and cycling, and a lot of young people have 
‘“Scen Ireland First,” this year by way 
of An Oige hostels. 

Endless variety one finds in them, too. 


“For instance, there was the young man 


from Belfast rooting away at a tin of beans 
in a hostel kitchen, who explained that he 
was not much of a walker, being a “ sea- 
faring man.” He had been torpedocd 
twice this year, and landed recently at an 
Irish port after six days in an open boat.

CORK CITY PLANS 


CORK, Tuesday. 

A special Council meeting of the Cork Cor- 
poration to-night unanimously recommended 
the .Corporation to proceed with a scheme 
of ait raid precautions for the city.

FN dened units of the German 
regular troops which are to be 
stationed in Rumania, crossed the 
frontier from the ceded territory of 
Transylvania this afternoon, accord- 
ing to reports received from Sibiu. 

Shortly before that it had become 
known that the British. Legation here 
had received a written statement, 
signed by M. Luca Sturdza, the 
Rumanian Foreign Minister, declar- 
ing: ‘* There is not a single German 
regular soldier on Rumanian soil 
to-day.’’ 

The statement was confirmed by 
the Rumanian War Office. 

The troops, who are reported to 
have crossed the Transylvanian fren. 
tier this afternoon, number 4,500, 
and are fully equipped. They arrived 
in two trains at Sibiu and Sighisoara 


stations. 

When questioned by the Rumanian 
authorities they stated that, in the first 
instance, they had-come to Rumania to defend 
the oil region, in which Germany is particu- 
larly interested, and, secondly, they had come 
as instructors to train the Rumanian Army 
on the German model. 


IN THE OIL REGION 


Fortification works which have been under 
construction at Giurgiu, in the petrol region, 
and at Bazau are, it is understood, on the 
point of completion and ready for tke installa- 
tion of the latest German anti-aircraft 
batteries. 

Special machinery has also arrived from 
Germany for enlarging and levelling existing 
military aerodromes. 

A high Rumanian authority, according to 
Reuter, denied that German troops had yet 
reached Rumania in any force, and said that 
the earliest date on which the Germans are 
expected is Thursday. They will probably 
‘arrive at the Danubian port of Giurgiu. 


BRITISH VIEW 


British officials yesterday acknowledged 
that the presence of German garrisons in 
Rumania would “ probably be incompatible 
with the maintenance of the British diplo- 
matic mission’’ in Bucharest. 3 

The future of Britain’s relations with 
Rumania thus depends on the reply to be 
given by General Antonescu, the Rumanian 
Prime Minister, to Sir Reginald MHoare’s 
representations. 

The Germans will proceed to the Prahovo 
and Buzau districts and to Targoviste, near 
Bucharest, where they will construct an air 
base. Prahovo is the province in which 1s 
the Ploesti oil centre. Anti-aircraft guns will 
be set up in the oil zones and at the ter- 
minus of the oil pipeline at Giurgiu. 

Groups of military technicians are expected 
at Giurgiu fully equipped for giving instruc- 
tions to all armed categories of the Rumanian 
Army. 


GERMAN EQUIPMENT 


German war material has been pouring into 
Rumania in recent weeks in unprecedented 
quantities. Its value has been so high that 
the Rumanian trade balance under the clear- 
ing agreement with Germany has been 
liquidated and the trade balance has now 
turned in Germany’s favour, This has taken 
place in spite of the increased exports of oil 
to Germany. :

Japanese marines have landed on Britain 's navai training station in 
the Bay of Wei-Hai-Wei, North-east China, and demanded its evacuation.

It was stated yesterday that the resumption of the U.S.-Soviet talks 
appeared to be aimed primarily at the removal of what is considered to be 


relatively minor points of friction. 


BRITISH TOLD TO LEAVE

SHANGHAT, Tuesday. 

Sixty Chinese sailors, accompanied by a 
force of armed Japanese marines, have been 
‘ garrisoning ” the British-leased island of 
Liukungtao, which stretches across the mouth 
of the Bay of Weihaiwei, North-east China, 
since the beginning of this month, according 
to trustworthy reports reaching here to-day. 

With a considerable force of Japanese 
warships still around the island the situation 
is described as “extremely tense.” . 

The Japanese ‘‘garrison party,’’ which is at 
present occupying buildings in the old naval 
dockyard, was brought from Tsingtao in a 
cruiser. It landed on October lst—the date 
on which a new ten-year lease granted to 
Britain by the Chinese Government at Chung- 
king came into operation—to ‘‘take over the 
administration” of the island. At the same 
time, boards appeared throughout the island 
declaring, in Chinese, Japanese and English, 
that, ‘‘British interests having terminated on 
September 3th, 1940,” the Japanese Navy 
“will hereafter take over and administer the 
island for military necessity.”’ 

The only British naval personnel at present 
on the island is Surgeon-Commander A. A. 
Pomfret and his wife. 


RIGHT NOY RECOGNISED 


It is rumoured that the Japanese have re- 
quested the evacuation of all property 
occupied by the British naval authorities. This 
consists principally of a hospital, canteen, 
repair pier and naval workshops. 

The Japanese-sponsored Government at 
Nanking recently announced that it had in- 
formed the British Government that it did 
not recognise Chungking’s right to lease the 
island. Nanking, it was added, would con- 
sider that Britain was infringing China’s 
territorial integrity if the island were not 
evacuated. 

The territory of Weihaiwei and island of 
Liukungtao was leased to Great, Britain in 
1891. The territory was returned to China 
by Great Britain in 1930, when China agreed 
to lease the island to Great Britain as a 
naval station. It had alwavs been used in 


| this way by the British Fleet in the Far 


East, particularly in the summer, but the 
island is not in any way fortified. It measures 
about one and three-quarter miles Jong by 
three-quarters of a mile across at its broadest 


point.

A battle for the possession of Singapore is 
expected to start ‘‘at any moment,’ accord- 
ing to the influential Chinese daily paper, 
Ta Kung Pao, in a special article yesterday, 
says Reuter from Chungking. 

“Japan will use her army mstead of her 
navy for the attack on Singapore,”’ it says. 

The opinion is expressed that two Japanese 
divisions will be sufficient for an advance on 
Singapore by way of Indo-China and Thailand. 

The Za Kung Pao says that ‘once Singa- 
pore falls into & anese hands it, will be too 
late for the United States to challenge Japan’s 
supremacy in the South Seas—with the

The paper concludes that the ó,000 British 
troops garrisoning Singapore cannot, hold out 
against the Japanese unless the United 
States takes swift and drastic measures before 
the Japanese launch an attack. 


INTO INDO-CHINA 


A Tokyo despatch reported that Japanese 
troops entered Hanoi, capital of Indo-China, 
yesterday while army and naval ~ ’planes 
circled overhead. 

The Domei Agency added that Commander 
Nishimura, commander of the force, paid 
courtesy visits to Vice-Admiral Decoux, 
Governor-General of Indo-China, and other 
French authorities. 


AMERICANS TOLD TO GO 
HOME

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

United States Consulates have recerved in- 
structions from the State Department to 
advise all American citizens in Japan and 
Japanese possessions, Manchukuo, China, 
Hongkong, and Indo-China to make immediate 
arrangements with a view to possible evacua- 
tion. Women, children and dispensable males 
are recommended to make use of transport at 
present available, as it may be difficult to 
send ships later. i : 

American citizens in China, who have 
sought advice from their Consular representa- 
tives, have already been unofficially urged to 
return to the United States if they can. 

State Department officials in Washington 
described these instructions as a continuation 
of the precautionary policy adopted by the 
Government regarding the safety of United 
States citizens in various parts of the world. 

Reuter from Hong Kong reports that. seve- 
ral Japanese establishments have been raided 
by the police, there. They include the Bank 
of Taiwan, the Hong Kong Nippon news- 
paper, which is Japanese-owned, and the 
home of the correspondent of the Tokyo news- 
aper, Asahi Shimbun.

This information was ofhcially an- 
nounced by the Irish Government 
in the _ following statement, 
issued by the Department of 
External Affairs through the 
Government Information 
Bureau :— 


‘In connection with the aerial bombing 
in County Wexford on the 26th August, 
the Chargé d’ Affaires in Berlin has been 
informed by the German Foreign Office 
that, although the inquiries made by the 
German authorities provided no ground 


for believing that the bombs were 
dropped by a German aircraft, the 
German Government—in view of the 


evidence furnished by the Irish Govern- 
ment with regard to the markings on 
the bombs and because of their desire to 
act in the spirit of their friendly rela- 
tions with Ireland—are prepared to admit 
the possibility that the bombs were 
dropped by a German aircraft, the pilot 
of which had lost his way owing to bad 
visibility.

Casualties in Bus 
Train and Street

BOMBS dropped during the rush 
hour in London yesterday killed 
several persons and injured others, 
in a main street, in a train and in two 
"buses. 
One of the victims was the Princess 
Catherine Galitzine, a Russian, and 
a distant relative of the Duchess of

The following British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security announcement was 
issued last night :— 

‘* Further particulars are now available of 
the enemy attacks on this country to-day, 

‘In the attack on London by low-flying 
aircraft this morning little damage and few 
casualties were caused, but some of these 
were fatal. 

‘Enemy aircraft, unable to penetrate in- 
land, have again dropped bombs indiscrimi- 
nately on coastal towns in Kent and Sussex, 
damaging houses and commercjal buildings 
and killing and injuring a number of persons. 

“Three enemy aircraft have been shot 
down in these attac's by our fighters. 

“Two of our fighters are missing. 

“ Aircraft of the Coastal Command, with- 
out loss to themselves, shot down two enemy 
aircraft to-day in the English Channel. 

“- In the attack yesterday afternoon in the 
South-West of England some damage was 
done to a number of houses and to a factory. 
The casualties were not heavy, but included 
a number of persons killed.”’ 

A later British official statement said :— 

“ Five enemy aircraft have been destroyed 
in attacks on this country to-day, which, 
together with two seaplanes already an- 
nounced, makes a total of seven enemy air- 
craft brought down.

Iwo bombs fell in quick succession to-day 
in a London street which was crowded with 
the usual morning rush-hour trafiic. 

One bomb fell in a passage way between a 
large block of offices and a wine shop. ‘The 
other fell close to the centre of the street. 
A third bomb hit the top of a building and 
large lumps of masonry fell upon the street. 

It is believed that: three people were killed 
and a number injured by another bomb in the 
London area. 


HOW PRINCESS WAS 
KILLED 


Princess Catherine Galitzine, a Russian and 
a distant relative of the Duchess of Kent, 
who was killed during the air raid to-day, 
was the wife of Prince Vladimir Galitzine. 
She was travelling in a ‘bus to her work in 
the Postal Censorship Department when the 
‘bus was struck by a bomb. 

The Princess and her husband had lived in 
England for the past twenty years. Before 
the Russian Revolution, and during the last 
war, Prince Vladimrr was an officer in the 
Russian-Imperial Guards. After he came to 
England he established an art gallery in 
Berkeley street, London, W. 

The Prince and Princess were married 
at Leningrad (then St. Petersburg) in 1914, 
and had three sons. 

People seeing the “bus struck hurried to the 
rescue of the wounded passengers, who were 
placed on the pavement untrl ambulances 
arrived. 


PROCESSION OF NIGHT 
RAIDERS 


A ‘‘procession”’ of raiders, which seemed to 
be in pairs, flew over the Thames Estuary 
to-night and dropped a Jarge number of high 
explosive and incendiary bombs. Many of 
the bombs fell in the water. The raiders were 
engaged by heavy anti-aircraft fire. 

One bomb fell in a London street and 
shattered the fronts of two public-houses ¢nd 
of a number of shops. 

A large block of workers’ flats in a London 
borough was damaged and there were some 
casualties, but none of them fatal. 

Although bombs were dropping around 
them, A.R.P. rescue squads worked heroically 
in relays to extricate people who had been 
trapped in the debris. 

A child was killed and several people were 
seriously injured in a London area when a 
high explosive bomb destroyed a number of 
houses. 

Long before midnight reports had been 
received: from 50 areas of raiders’ activities. 
Thirty of these areas were in the London 
district. The reports suggested raids on ‘a 
much wider scale, with several concentrated 
attacks in South-east England. ‘The raids 
extended down to the west country,

trial to the Cork Circuit Court. Bails were 
fixed at £120 and two sureties of £60 each. 

(Qn the previous day evidence was given 
that both men were in the employment of 
the same farmer, and that the accused man 
struck Donovan several times in the face with 
his fist. ! 

To-day, John Mullane said that he saw 
blood on both of Connolly's hands. Connolly 
said: “IT sheved: my fist down Castletown- 
Lere’s throat, and witness asked who was 
Castletownbere, and Connolly said: ‘*The 
workman at Wiseman's—I had good reason 
to do it.” 


CAUSE OF DEATH 


Dr. W. J. O'Donovan, Professor of Patho- 
lozyv, University College, Cork, said that 
injuries to the lips, nose and jaw could have 
been caused by a blow struck by a fist, 
suggesting three or four separate blows, 
These injuries would not of themselves cause 
death. and there were no other marks of 
violence on the body. Death was due to the 
flooding of the lung tissues with blood. There 
wis no immediate cause for this. 

The Justice asked what conditions could be 


attributable to blows ? 

Witness said that the blood in the air 
passages, lungs and pleural cavity, the 
hemorrhage of the heart and kidney, were 
all part of a congestive process which 
terminated in death and which cannot directly 


be ascribed to external violence. 

The Justice—That is exactly what I 
wanted. i 

Sergeant Wolfe said that when he asked 
the accused man to.come to the barracks he 
said: “‘Is it serious.” When told that the 
sergeant was investigating Donovan’s death 
the accused man said : ws he dead? Ia it 
as had as that?” When cautioned, he said 
that he had no statement to make, and. when 
charged next day said: “I did not mean to 
de it.” 

The Justice then refused informations on 
the murder charge, and returned Connolly 
for trial on a manslaughter charge.

BERLIN HAS ITS 
LONGEST RAID 


Four Hours 


RAF. GOT THERE 
BEFORE “CURFEW”

ERLIN was bombed for four 

hours on Monday night—its 

heaviest air bombardment since the 
war began. 


For close on four hours relays of 
Royal Air Force bombers kept up an 
almost continuous assault on military 
objectives in the German capital and 
its suburbs, states the British Air 
Ministry News Service last night. 


THE FIRST RAIDER 


Power stations and other important targets 
in the city were bombed and set on fire. Fac- 
tories and a gas works were hit by high ex- 
plosive bombs, and a big blaze followed the 
hombing of a central railway yard. 

The first raider to penetrate the Berlin de- 
fences after its €00 mile flight from England 
arrived over the city at about 9 p.m., con- 
siderably earlier than on any previous raid, 
and nearly two hours in advance of the ‘* Cur- 
few,” when all Berlin theatres and restau- 
rants must close down. Twenty minutes later 
the raider had located its target, and the first 
bombs were falling on the Moabit Poe Power 
Station, within a mile of the Reichstag. 

To launch his attack the pilot of this air- 
craft dived 5,000 feet and dropped his bombs 
in a stick aeross the target. A vivid white 
flash was seen after the bombs had burst. 
Then a fire broke out, which, after dying 
away for a while, gained a fresh hold and 
blazed up with great intensity. 

Following raiders, concentrating on this 
target, dropped hombs among a group of tall 
chimneys beside the power station, and started 
new fires, accompanied by explosions, in many 
parts of the target area. . 


MIDNIGHT 


In another attack which began five minutes 
before midnight, military objectives in the 
city were heavily bombed by relays of air- 
craft, which made repeated runs over the 
target in face of an intense barrage from the 
city’s many powerful gun batteries. High 
explosive bombs of heavy calibre, followed by 
numerous fire bombs, were dropped in the 
course of an attack lasting an hour. Direct 
hits were scored on large sheds adjoining the 
power plant at the West Power Station. The: 
explosions which immediately followed were 
accompanied by great clouds of black smoke, 
and the report could be plainly heard in the 
aircraft at 10,000 feet. Another salvo of 
bombs straddled a railway yard to the south- 
west of the target. 


SPECTACULAR FIRE 


Two great fires were started in the attack 
on the Tegel gas works, the Brandenburg 
aero engine works at Berlin, Spandau, and 
an electrical equipment factory at Gartenfeld 
was attacked, and a long line of fires was 
started in the Charlottenburg railway yards. 

An even more spectacular fire was caused 
in an intensive attack on the railway yards 
and goods sidings at Templehof, less than 
two miles from the Unter den Linden. A 
great blaze was still raging when the last of 
won attacking aircraft left an hour and a half 
ater. 


OTHER BOMBINGS 


While the Berlin raids were in progress 
other bomber squadrons were carrying on a 
series of widespread attacks elsewhere in 
Germany and in the occupied territories. 
Zeebrugge, Ostend, Dunkirk, Calais, 
Boulogne, Dieppe, Le Havre and Worient 
were severely pounded, more than ‘twenty 
tons of high explosive bombs being scattered 
over docks and storehouses. 

At Calais the damage was particularly 
heavy, and at Boulogne a fire was already 
burning in the port when one of the aircraft 
arrived over the target. There were many 
explosions, two of them exceptionally heavy. 
Relays of bombers dropped cargoes of high 
explosives on the Fokker works at Amster- 
dam. Tremendous fires were started in the 
target area. 

The gun emplacements at Cap Gris Nez 
were attacked by squadrons of bombers. The 
raid began shortly after midnight and lasted 
for two hours. Fires broke out in the south 
of the target. Germany’s other main railways 
and lines of communications were bombed at 
Hamm, Soest, Osnabruck, Mannheim, Etrang 
and Gremberg, near Cologne. The fiercest 
fire caused was at Mannheim. Aerodromes 
were attacked at Diest, Texel, Bremen, 
Munster and Schipol. 


R.A.F.’S TEN TONS OF 
BOMBS 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 
Informed military sources estimated that 
the R.A.F. dropped about ten tons of ex- 
plosives on Berlin in last night’s raid. 
Forty or fifty explosive bombs were dropped 
and several dozen incendiary bombs were 
unloaded.—(Associated Press.)

NEW ALLOTMENT SCHEME

The scheme enabling local authorities to 
provide allotments, seeds, manure, implements 
and spraying materials free of cost, is being 
continued on the same lines as last year by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The co-operation of Town (Clerks, as well 
as their colloborators, in promoting the allot- 
ments scheme last season, resulted in a 
gratifying increase in the number of allot. 
ments cultivated, especially by unemployed 
persons. The increase was greatest in the 
larger centres of population—Dublin and Cerk 
alone accounting for almost one-quarter of the 
total number of allotments provided through. 
out the country. 

At a few centres the number of applicants 
for allotments last season was disappointing, 
despite the fact that there were considerable 
numbers of eligible unemployed. It is hoped 
that such persons will not again fail to take 
the opportunity offered them of producing

REFERENCES TO BANK 
RAIDS

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE admumistration of the Northern 
"á Ireland police force was the subject of 
criticism in the Northern Parliament 
to-day. A notice, in the names of Messrs. J. 
Beattie (Lab.), J. W. Nixon (Ind. U.), 
Rowley Elliott, J. F. Gamble and W. Dow- 
ling (Unionists), was:- “That the House 
demands that a Select Committee be estab- 
lished to inquire into the administration of 
the police force owing to the failure of the 
force to give full protection to life and pro- 

perty.” . : 
Mr. J. Beattie (Lab.), moving the motion, 
said that Lord Craigavon in 1922 refused to 
take over the head of the R.I.C. as head of 
the R.U.C., but insisted that the then Home 
Secretary in Britain accept his nominee, Sir 
Chas. Éanna, a military colonel. The 
statements oí Northern judges and reported 
court cases during the past 19 years, and 
especially the state oí the City of Belfast 
during the past few months, showed that 
| Sir Chas. Wickham was not fit to be head of 
the police force. The head of the force had 
run riot, and neither the Minister of Home 
Affairs nor Parliament had a more MEN 

authority over Sir Chas. Wickham '' than 

have over aircraft passing overhead.'' 


BANK RAIDS 


Banks and post ofhces all over the area 
were being raided in all directions. This was 
not the fault of the rank and file of the police, 
who were the finest in the world. The Prime 
Minister, .who was boasting of his regard for 
the “B” Specials, refused to have 
them as a guard at his Glencraig home, but, 
insisted on having 12 R.U.C. members, and 
Sir Dawson Bates insisted,on having six to 
guard his home at Portrush. That was a 
drain on the force. The “BB” specials and 
the R.U.C. consisted of 15,000 police, and 
“if you take the crime sheets and the remarks 
of judges we are the worst policed area in the 
world, and yet we are paying £1 per head of 
the population for police. These facts alone 
would justify an inquiry.”’ i 

There had been disputes between the police 
officials and the British military authorities 
in the North due to the attitude of the head 
of the police. If the Mmister wanted further 
information he should read the report sent 
to the authorities in London. It would sur- 
prise him. — 


“A VICIOUS SYSTEM”? 


Mr. Beattie alleged that promotions to the 
officer class often were on the grounds of 
political patronage or the wearing of the old 
school tie. The present head of the R.U.C. 
was a ‘‘square peg in a round hole.’’ 

Mr J. F. Gamble (U.) said that rt was a 
vicious system to judge a constable’s efficiency 
by the number of prosecutions he brought. 
He alleged that there was jealousy between 
the R.U.C. and “B ” Specials. 

Mr. W. J. Nixon (Ind. U.) referred to the 

Belfast riots of 1935, and said that they 
were due to the absence of proper police 
arrangements. There was a very simple 
means of preventing bank robberies. He 
would not mention it in the House in case 1t 
would become too generally known. He 
criticised the failure of the authorities to 
sound an air raid alarm when Bangor was 
bombed. Someone came out and sounded 
the alarm fifteen minutes after the bomber 
had gone. 
Mr. Réwley Elliott (U.) said that there 
was something radically wrong in the 
administration of the police force, otherwise 
there would not be the same number of 
robberies and undetected crimes. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


The Minister of Public Security said that 
there had been no real falling off in the 
efficiency of the police. He said he made 
no attempt to minimise the raids on banks 
and post-offices. They were the work of an 
illegal and banned organisation engaged in 
u treasonable conspiracy, and was composed 
of those who desired to further ‘heir own 
ends by weakening the war effort. They 
indicated that there were those in their 
midst who were prepared to weaken the 
struggle against Hitler and all that 
he stood for for the purpose of promoting 
some peculiar political notions of their own, 
It might be difficult to give full protection 
to every bank or post office, as it would im- 
mobilise a large part of the police force. He 
had promised a deputation from the banks 
that he would do all he could to see that they 
were given every possible protection, and he 
and the Inspector-General had done their best 
to implement that promise. They required, 
however, the co-operation of the whole public, 
and that was one reason he deprecated that 
motion; it was the duty of every member of 
the House to promote in every way the con- 
fidence of the public in the police force. He 
suggested that Mr. Beattie’s attack upon the 
oie administration was due to personal dis- 
like of the Inspector-General. It was news to 
him that there was any serious dispute he- 
tween the police and military. : 

Mr. Beattie said that public money was 
being squandered upon the police force, and 
again charged the Inspector-General with in- 
competence. When Sir Dawson Bates rose to 
reply, Mr. Beattie declined to give way. Lord 
Sateren then moved that the question be 
put, and this was carried by twenty votes to 
one, and the motion was defeated by the 
same majority. 


THE INTERNEES 
In the Senate, Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., said 


that internees were allowed one visit per 
‘week by near relatives. For the present, 
however, not more than sixty-four visits 
might be made per fortnight. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that would not allow 
each prisoner to have a visit per week. 

Mr. Robb said that the limitations were 

due to the difficulties of transport to and 
from the shore. , 
Mr. T. McAllister (Nationalist) said it was 
scandalous that a question like this should 
have to be put down on the Order Paper. 
They were supposed to be fighting against 
dictatorships, but could any tyranny be worse 
than cutting a man off from his home, family 
and business, and holding him without trial, 
probably on the anonymous letter of some 
vicious neighbour.

ON THE WAR

¢¢y WOULD urge upon our people the 
| spirit of national service. 1 am glad 
to notice as | move throughout this 
diocese that great numbers of our young men 
have joined the Local Security I orce, and 
that our women and girls are busy with the 
Red Cross,” said the Right Rev. Dr. Phair, 
Bishop of the United Diocese of Ossory, Ferns 
and Leighlin, when he presided for the first 
time since his consecration at the annual 
meeting of the Ossory Synod in-the Chapter 
Room of St. Canice’s Cathedral, Kilkenny, 
to-day. 

‘*Even if Ireland is spared-the horrors of 
attack, as, please God, she will,” he con 
tinued, ''these activities are serving an ever- 
useful purpose. In the first place, they have 
brought us a new spirit of unity, which we 
hope and believe will grow and strengthen, 
and they have introduced a new sense of 
national responsibility which is one of our 
greatest needs. ' 

Many people belonged to the State, he 
said, for the sake of what they could get. 
When they had learned the lesson that they 
belonged to the State for the sake of what 
they could give they should have learned 
one of the first duties of citizenship. The 
present emergency was helping to teach that 
lesson. 


SUPREME DANGER 


It needed no words of his to emphasise the 
supreme danger of the present day. He 
would not take a pessimistic view of things, 
but the facts should he faced. ‘Some people 
fondly imagined that because this was a 
neutral country they were safe. The facts of 
the situation pointed the other way. 

‘Please God,” he said, ‘‘ we shall be saved 
from the fate that has befallen other 
lands. This 1s no time for the spirit of 
complacency We must be ready for what- 
ever the days may bring. ' 

It was the first time in the history of the 
diocese, he said, that they had called one 
of their ow: clergy to the office of Bishop. 
He expressed his gratitude for the welcome 
they had given him to the Synod and for 
the assurance that had come to him from 
every quarter that in the great task to which 
they had calle him he should have their 
support and co-operation. 


COMMON DANGER 


‘‘T fee: I must also express my grati- 
tude,” he said, ‘‘to that wider circle, who 
are not members of our communion, who 
have sent me messages of kindliness and good- 
will. From every class and creed these 
messages have come. What - happy world— 
what a happy country this would be if that 
spirit ane § deepen and spread.~ Perhaps, 
the common danger, as Christianity fights 
for its life to-day. may draw all men of good- 
will into a closer fellowship. This is no 
time for squabbling over trivialities. While 
the foundations are being shaken it is folly 
to spend your time about the colour of the 
chimney-pots.”’ . 

He paid a tribute to the late Bishop, Dr. 
Ford Tichborne, whom they had learned to 
love and value during the short time he was 
among them.

meeting of the Ossory Diocesan Synod, 
held in the Chapter Room, of St. Canice’s 
Cathedral, Kilkenny, to-day. 

There was a good attendance of Synodsmen, 
clerica: and lay. Mr. G. C. Kinahan, 
secretary, was in attendance. 

The report of the Diocesan Council stated 
that contributions to assessment for the year 
1939 amounted to £1,909, as compared with 
£2,245 in 1938, a decrease of £335. Arrears 
of assessment for 1939 totalled £1,206, as 
compared with £1,080 in 1938, an increase of 
£125. The Diocesan Council expressed the 
nope that the parishes in arrear would make 
a big effort to substantially reduce the arrears 
during the coming year. The interest on 
parochial capital available for assessment in 
1959 amounted to £798, as compared with 
£800 in 1933, a decrease of £2. The Diocesan 
Council recorded their regret at the deaths of 
the Right Rev. Dr. Ford Tichborne, the Rev. 
Precentor R. M. Kellett and Doctor C. S. 
Purcon. : 


TEMPERANCE WORK 


The report of the Diocesan Temperance 
Association stated that the work of the asso- 
ciation must for the present be carried on by 
the clergy through the parochial organisa- 
tions. It was not possible to arrange tours 
and meetings owing to the difficulties of 
transit. Only one school entered for the tem. 
perance. examination this year, but it was 
stated that the other three schools that 
usually entered children will resume next 
year. Contributions from parishes amounted 
to £5 2s. 5d., and the expenses came to £8 
18s. 4d. Nine parishes contributed out of 
nineteen. 

The Board of Missions reported that there 
had been a slight decrease in the total 
amount contributed to missionary societies in 
the diocese during the past year of about 
£34. “But,” the report stated, “when the 
decline in the population, the increase in 
taxation and war conditions are all taken 
into consideration, let us not be discouraged.”’ 

The Diocesan Board .of Education reported 
that examinations in religious knowledge were 
held normally at the usual group centres and 
the number examined varied little from 
former years. ‘‘ The Board again appeals to 
parents, clergy and teachers to encourage the 
children to mount step by step to the fifth 
division, and then to the higher voluntary 
course—the Bishop’; medals examinations.’’

References to the decline in child popula- 
tion in this country is made by the Rev. 
R. Watson, Organising Secretary and Diocesan 
Inspector, in a report for the year ending 
September 30, which will be considered by 
the joint Synods of Dublin and Glendalough 
and Kildare at their meeting on the 23rd of 
this month. 

Mr. Watson says :—I am often asked the 
question : How are the numbers of our Church 
children keeping up? In reply I state that 
the veritable landslide of previous years has 
ceased. There is no loss now through the 
departure elsewhere of Church of Ireland 
fainilies, and none of our schools have been 
closed in the past few years. 

At the same time, says Mr. Watson, we 
are not escaping the decline which has been 
observed throughout the whole country in 
the matter of child population. Several 
Bishops. and inspectors of the Roman 
Catholic Church have drawn attention to the 
very serious fall which has taken place in 
certain districts inthe numbers of their school 
children, and while it is not, perhaps, perti- 
nent here to refer to the causes, social and 
economic, which may have contributed to 
this diminution, yet it is obvious that the 
same factors are operating in our own 
Church community. 


RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS 


Dealing with religious instruction in the 
schools, the report says that, while he thought 
that it might be fairly claimed that the 
religious instruction in their primary schools 
was adequate and satisfactory, doubts had 
been expressed in some quarters as to the 
position in secondary schools. In secondary 
schools which were known to him per- 
sonally, and which. were exclusively under 
Church of Ireland management, and of which 
alone, of course, he could speak with know- 
ledge, he could assert that religious instruc- 
tion was competently given, and a study of 
the results of the Synod examination would 
endorse that opinion. If there was any 
doubt in the matter the remedy lay in the 
hands of Church of Ireland paients, who, in 
choosing a secondary school for their 
children, should scrutinise the facilities 
afforded for religious education with at least 
the same attention that they devoted to the 
secular aspect. 

The auditors’ report states that the total 
assets to the credit of the united dioceses on 
December 31 last amounted to £686,872 
12s, 2d., as compared with £686,453 17s. 8d. 
for the previous year, being an increase of
